DECLINED A CONFLICT. 


M. GREVY RESIGNS THE PRESIDENCY OF 
THE FRENCH REPUBLIC. 


The Message Conveying the Resignation 
Read in the Chambers This Afternoon 
and Received in Silence—The Congress 
to Elect a New President To-Morrow— 
M. Floquet Leads in Informa) Ballots— 
Lord Mayor Sullivan Sentenced to Two 
Months’ Imprisonment—Foreign News. 


Paris, December. 2, noon.—Everything is 
quiet throughout thecitythusfar. The police 
declare that they arrested M. Paul De Roulde 
and Luise Michel yesterday to save them from 
the violence of the crowd. 

OPINIONS OF THE PRESS. 

The papers are generally of the opinion that 
after the events of yesterday President Grevy 
cannot postpone his resignation. They ap- 
prove the attitude of the Chambers as calm 
and dignified. Le Soleil declares that Presi- 
dent Grevy’s action in deferring his resigna- 
tio was especially almed at M. Ferry. Some 
of the. papers believe thatthe events of yes- 
terday will restore union among the Repub- 
licansg. 

M. GREVY RESIGNS. 

1:30; p. m.—President Grevy’s resigna- 
tion has been sent to the President of 
the Senate and Chamber of Deputies. It will 
be read at the opening of the sittings of the 
Chambers. At 1:25 p. m. crowds were in front 
of the Chamber of Deputies. The police have 
cleared the approaches to the building and 
nave stopped traffic in the vicinity. 


THE MESSAGE READ. 

2:25 p. m.—President Grevy’s message re- 
signing the Presidency of the Republic has 
just been read in the Chamber of Deputies. 
In it M. Grevy says he regards the votes taken 
in the Senate and Chamber of Deputies yester- 
day as a decisive demonstration, necessitat- 
ng his resignation. After recalling his 
services to the country, which assured tran- 
quility at home and peace abroad, he declares 
that he leaves office with a feeling of sadness, 
while declining to be responsible for future 


events. 
RECEIVED IN SILENCE. 


The Deputies received the message with 
profound silence. M. Floquet read a letter 
from the President of the Senate, summoning 
a Congress of the two Chambers at Versailles 
to-morrow, for the purpose of electing anew 
President. The sitting then closed, amid cries 
of ‘‘Vive La Republique.’’ 

TEXT OF GREVY’S RESIGNATION. 

The text of M. Grevy’s message of resigna- 
tion is as follows: ‘‘So long as 1 had only to 
contend with the difficulties that have accum- 
mulated in my path, the attacks of the press, 
the abstention of the men whom the public 
voice galled to my side, and the increasing im- 
possibility to form a Ministry, 1 struggled 
on and remained where duty bade 
me; & bub at the moment when 


pone. pinion, better informed, 
nan change which gave we hope of 
forming a Government, the Senate and Cham 
ber of Deputies voted a double resolution, 
which, under the form of an adjournment to 
a fixed hour to await the President’s promised 
message, is tantamount to summoning the 
President to resign. It would be my duty and 
right to resist, but under the circumstances in 
which we are placed a conflict between the 
Executive and Parliament might entail conse- 
quences which restrain me. Wisdom and pa- 
triotism command me to yield.“

held a session in the Palais Bourbon this after- 
noon for the purpose of balioting for Presi- 
dent, preparatory to the election by the Con- 
gress at Versailles to-morrow. The first bal- 
lot opened at 3:30 p. m. and closed at 4:30.

EMPHATICALLY DENIED, 


Bradlaugh's Charge Against Salisbury—Hos- 
tile to Parnell—Labouchere’s Manifesto. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LonpDon, December 2.—Mr. Bradlaugh, when 
cross-examined in the police court in the 
Graham case, was asked by counsel for the 
Government whether he remembered the 
meeting in Trafalgar square, in 1885, 
which resulted in a detachment of 
the crowd looting the shops. Bradlaugh 
replied: ‘*Yes, the meeting was got up and 
paid for by Salisbury. I have seen the 
check. Lord Salisbury says: The state- 
ment that lever provided mouey or ever had 
any connection with any meeting in the square 
is absolutely unfounded.’’ 

HOSTILE TO PARNELL. 

The election at Dulwich attracted unusual 
attention owing to the excitement about 
home rule. The results show that London 
is still hostile to Parnell, The Tories are 
jubilant. The Liberals point out that in the 
last contest, when home rule was first sub- 
mitted, the Tories had a walk-over, and now 
the Tory majority is 282—less than in the 1885 
election. If the Liberal party made 
the same rate of progress everywhere, 
Gladstone, at the next general election 
would have an enormous majority in Parlia- 
ment. The question of protection is awkward 
for the Tories. Howard Vincent snatched a 
note in favor of protection from the Tory cau- 
cus at Oxford, although the subject was not 
included in the programme, He will, at 
the demonstration in London next week, 
protest against the ruin of British industries 
by unrestricted foreign competition. The reso- 
lutions will recommend a moderate import 
duty on food, and goods competing with home 
industries. Salisbury believes protection will 
damage the Tory party. A large loaf versus a 
small loaf is the popularcry, but he tem- 
porizes because much of the Tory support, 
especially in the rural districts, is derived 
from promises ot protection. The 
Liberals are buckling on their armor to 
wage war as id Cobden’s days. Lord Derby, a 
Unionist, says a return to protection would 
prove a mistake and misfortune, which he 
thinks is unlikely to occur. He says the 
strength of free trade position is that every 
free trader is an ally of every other free trader, 
whereas every protectionist is jealous of those 
who wish to protect the articles he consumes

LABOUCHERE’S MANIFESTO. 

Labouchere, the leader of the Radicals in 
Parliament, speaking at Battle last night, de- 
livered a manifesto against the Irish land- 
lords. He said the Irish people are not 
thieves, but the victims of thieves. The land- 
lords have almost ruined the country and 
are proved by the land courts spolliators 
and land sharks of the basest kind. He said 
that to call the denial of the right of land- 
lords to excessive rents an attack on prop- 
erty, was precisely what slave owners in 
America said of the abulition of slavery, and 
which every petty tyrant said when his claws 
were clipped. 

THE PROHIBITIONISTS. 

The meeting yesterday of the Prohibition 
party found little support. Although the local 
option movement is strong, the Prohibition 
people will vote only for candidates pledged 
to their view and hope to form a small party in 
Parliament and imitate Parnelil’s tactics. They 
may have serious influence on the politics of 
the future. 

AN INTERESTING SALE. 

There will be an interesting sale at Dothe- 
boy’s next Monday of Dickens’ collection of 
original Phiz sketches and first editions of 
some very widely published otchings.

LONDON, December 2.—Lord Salisbury writes 
to the Times, denying a statement made by 
Mr. Bradlangh at the trial of Commoner Gra- 
ham, tothe effectthat Lord Salisbury pro- 
vided money in connection with a meeting 
heid in Trafalgar square in 1886.

SULLIVAN'S PROTEST. 

DUBLIN, Dec. 2.—Lord Mayor Sullivan took 
his seat on the bench in the Court of Assizes 
to-day, and keptituntil the commission was 
read. He then made a formal protest against 
the omission of bis name and withdrew from 
the court. Mr. Sexton, the High Sheriff, ac- 
companied bim in his withdrawal. 

LORD MAYOR SULLIVAN CONVICTED. 

The second trial of Lord Mayor Sullivan. for 
printing in his paper reports of suppressed 
branches of the National League took place 
to-day and resulted in a conviction. Mr. Sulll- 
van was sentenced to two months’ imprison- 
ment, but without labor. 

WILL SUFFER QUIETLY. 

Mr. Sullivan will be treated in prison asa 
first-class misdemeanant. Mr. Sullivan has 
announced that he will not appeal from the 
decision of the court, but will suffer his pun- 
ishment proudly, as he would if it were ten 
times greater. 

MR. TIMOTHY HARRINGTON ARRESTED. 

Mr. Timothy Harrington, Member of Parlia- 
mentfor the Harbor Division of Dublin, was 
arrested to-day in this city. He is a brother 
of Mr. Edward Harrington, Member of Parlia- 
ment, who was arrested at Tralee, County 
Kerry, yesterday. 

The Harrington brothers are both charged 
with publishing reports of meetings of sup- 
pressed branches ofthe League in their paper 
at Tralee, and they will be tried in that town.

THE CROWN PRINCE. 

BERLIN, December 2?.—Prof. Bergmann de- 
clares that the bacillus discovered by Dr. 
Scheverlein is not the real bacillus of cancer. 

Count Herbert Bismarck gave a parliament- 
ary soiree last evening. A majority of the 
members of the Bundesrath, 120 Conservative 
Deputies and several Ministers were present. 

BISMARCK GIVES UP AN OFFICE. 

Prince Bismarck intends to resign in Jan- 
uary the post of Landrath of Naugard, which 
he has held since 1841. 

THE GERMAN—AUSTRIAN TREATY. 

Germany and Austria have renewed the 
commercial treaty for a period of six months, 
with the understanding that it shall tacitly 
continue after that time. Germany has partial- 
ly abandoned her opposition to the Austrian 
export bounties on sugar and spirits.

UNFOUNDED REPORTS. 

VIENNA, December 2.—The reports that val- 
uable works of art were mysteriousiy missing 
from the museum at Buda-Pesth provesto be 
unfounded. The paintings and antiquities 
mentioned as having disappeared were never 
in the Buda-Pesth Museum, but in the Vienna 
Museum, and they are there still. The re- 
ports arose from a deception practiced by Herr 
Pulsky, Director of the Buda-Pesth Museum, 
who, in selling a private collection to dealers, 
pretended that it had emanated from the mu- 
suem in order to overrate its value, 

POLITICAL SCHOOLMASTERS. 

Allthe members of the Reichsrath who are 
school teachers, have been ordered to give up 
their school duties for the whole period for 
which they have been elected to Reichsrath,on 
the ground that education and politics should 
be kept separate.

A NIHILIST DEN BROKEN UP. 

BERLIN, December 2.—A dispatch to the 
Boersen Courrier from St. Petersburg says the 
police surprised a Nihilist rendezvous and 
factories for the manufacture of dynamite in 
the Wassili, Ostron and Perki quarters. In 
one cage there was a desperate encounter, in 
which there was serious bloodshed. 


AN INSANE MOTHER’S DEED. 


Mrs. Evans Batchers Her 5-Year-Old Boy 
at Scraaton, Pa. 


SCRANTON, Pa., December 2.—Mre John 
Evans of Hampton street, this city, wife of an 
industrious miner, killed her 5-year-oid son 
early this morning, just after her husband had 
left home for his work. The woman pro- 
cured a hatchet and literally chopped 
the chiid’s head to pieces. In 
her frenzy she also hacked the 
littie fellow’s throat with the hatchet, 
evidently intening to sever the head from the 
body. The woman then attempted to kill her 
daughter, about 4 years of age, but was 
prevented by the timely intervention of neigh- 


bors. The boy lingered for several hours, 
suffering the gréatest agony.

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WASHINGTON. 


AN OUTLINE OF THE MAIN POINTS IN THE 
PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


The Major Portion Taken Up by State De- 
partment Affairs—Tariff! Matters Cow 
ered by Secretary Fairchild’s Kébort— 
Liberal Appropriations for River Im- 
provements Recommended — Executive 
Clemency. 


New Tonk, December 2.—A Washington 
(D. C.) special to the Tribune says: The 
President at the meeting of the Cabinet yes- 
terday submitted the rough draft of his forth- 
coming annual message to Congress, It was 
fully and freely discussed for nearly four 
hours and will again be submitted on Friday 
to the Cabinet in the form in which it is to be 
sent to Congress. Meanwhile speculation is 
rife as to the contents of what will probably 
be one of the longest official documents ever 
written by Mr. Cleveland. Those who 
know say that it will contain ap- 
proximately 22,000 words. From ex- 

ollent sources it is ascertained that Mr. 

ayard’s department will absorb the lion’s 
share of the President's message. He will 
announce, in the first place, either the result 
ef the labors of the Fisheries Commission, or 
the fact that they are still at work. There is 
an impression prevailing that the Commission 
tit for the last time on Saturday next. It 
indicates that he negotiation of a new treaty 
has been found®impracticable, a result said to 
be favored by Mr. Bayard, who is represented 


as despairing of getting u treaty acted upon 
by the Senate in its present temper. What the 
President will probably be able to announce in 
his message is that the Commission has agreed 
upon an interpretation of the treaty of 1818. 

NATURALIZATION LAWS. ; 

A revision of the naturalization laws, 
the establishment of a central bureau for the 
registration of naturalized citizens, and a hint 
as to the advisability of restricting by Federal 
statute imigration of an undesirable kind, are 
among the topics discussed by the President 
in view of the recent Anarchist demonstra- 
tions in various parts of the country. 

TARIFF AND FINANCES. 

Regarding the tariff and other questions of 
finance the Prestdent will have littie to say 
the — plan peing. it is said, to let 
the Secretary of the reasury deal with 
beth questionsin Extensoin his annual re- 

ort. In a general and very guarded way the 

resident recommends, it is understood, a 
liberal enlargement of the free list, mention- 
ing, however, by name none ofthe articles 
which in his opinion ought to be placed there. 
Upon the wording of this part of the message 
much carg and attention have been bestowed, 
Among those to whom it has been rend, out- 
side of the members of the Cabinet, are Messrs. 
Carlisle, Scott and Watterson. Mr. Randall 
has been given no opportunity to inspect it. 

A codification of the banking laws amended 
in the manner proposed by the Controller of 
the Currency is revommended. 

RIVER IMPROVEMENTS. 

The President, it is ＋ — will in acau- 
tious way, recommend a liberal system of ap- 
propriations for the improvements of the Mis- 
sissippi river. He will likewise sugest, it is 
believed, that appropriations for this river be 
made separately and not as heretofore in the 
river and harbor bill, which he has always 
ä as an object of suspicion, more or 
ess. 

The repeal of the pre-emption and timber 
culture acts is urged inthe strongest terms. 
The necessity of preserving the national 
forests is also pointed out. 

The Pacific railroads, it is understood will 
be the subject of a special message to Con- 
gress later on.

Trial of Hugh McDonald Whe Was Caught 
in Capt. Mundy’s Quarters. 


The trial of Hugh McDonald, who was before 
United States Commissioner Crawford for 
‘*feloniously and burglariously’’ entering the 
residence of Capt. Benjamin F. Mundy, Post- 
Surgeon at the Jefferson Barracks, developed 
some interesting facts which were brought out 
in the evidence given before the Commis- 
sioner. From the testimony which was given 


it would appear that McDonald, who lives in 
Carondelet, happened to be in the neighbor- 
hood of the Barracks Friday night last about 
1] o’clock and, in some way unknown, man- 
aged to get into the residence and up-stairs. 

W hile wandering around in the darkness he 
felloverachair or made some other blunder 
which, making a loud noise, alarmed the ser- 
vants who were down stairs. The servants, 
young girls, ascended to the second story of 
the officer’s quarters to ascertain the cause of 
the disturbance and finding McDonald, they 
captured him. The man could give no satis- 
factory explanation for his presence in Capt. 
Mundy’s apartments and he was retained 
forcibly by two of the young women while a 
third hurried off fora guard. The latter was 
soon forthcoming and McDonaid was put 
under guard to await further developments. 
A warrant charging ‘‘felonious entrance“ 
was sworn out against the man by Capt. J. M. 
Kelly of the Post, and McDonald was tormally 
arrested. In giving his evidence in the case 
Dr. Mundy testified that on the night in ques- 
tion he had left his quarters on a visit and on 

Hing out bad closed the wire screen on the 

ack door and latched it from the inside. on 
his return he found that the wire screen had 
been torn from the outside and the door un- 
unlocked, Of course he couid give no further 
evidence in the matter. 

The testimony of the young women who 
captured McDonald was substantially the 
same as described above. McDonald could 
not explain how or yh J he obtained entrance 
to the house. The trial was continued until 
Tuesday.

MORE MONEY 


ASKED TO CHECK THE RAVAGES OF DIPH- 
THERIA IN THIS CITY. 


Some Facts Going to Show That the Disease 
is Not as Prevalent as Reported , by the 
Physicians and Officials, Though it Main- 
tains a High Percentage in the Mortality 
Returns — Unnoticed Violations of the 
Law—More Superintendents—The sprink- 
Hog Hill—Investigating Gas—Municipal 
Matters. 


Health Commissioner Dudley asks the Mu- 


nieipal Assembly to set aside $12,000 ont of the | 


municipal revenue to be expended in fighting 
the progress of diphtheria. The request has 
caused an investigation of the work already 
accomplished and may result in a change of 
plan of operation in the Health Department. 

On last Friday ajoint meeting of the Com- 
mittees of Ways and Means of the Municipal 
Assembly was held in the Mayor’s office at the 
instance of the Board of Health. The latter 
wanted some assurance that the appropriation 
would be reeommended for the purpose of 
continuing Inspection and fumigation 
in the suppreasion of diphtheria, 
which it was represented prevailed 
to a serious extent. Ten thousand dollars had 
been expended in this direction since June 
lastand the Health Commissioner estimated 
that $12,000 more would be required, which 
sum would last until about April 1 next. 
There seemed to be no disposition on 
the part of any member of the com- 
mittee to withhold from the Health 
Department such aid as was necessary in the 
proper sanitation ofthe city. But, apart from 
the question of a wise economy made neces- 
sary by the numerous and increasing wants of 
the city in all its departments, some seomed 
to think that the reported cases of diphtheria 
had been magnified and had been made to in- 
clude a variety of ailments of the throat, and 
that, as one expressed it, there are fashions in 
disease as weil us everything else. 

This idea it was claimed was strengthened 
by the official reportthat only about 25 — 
cent of the cases reported terminated fatally, 
whereas the prevailing belief is that the dis- 
ease is much more fatal. It was thought by 
others that it was a bad precedent 

TO VOTE LARGE SUMS OF MONEY 

on a simple requisition of the chief of any de- 
partment without careful inquiry and consid- 
eration by the committees as to its necessity 
and utility. While there was no distrust 
of the Health Commissioner the fact was rec- 
ognized that the heads of departments in mu- 
nicipal governments, frequently influenced by 
their surroundings, which are generally strong- 
ly political, are inclined to magnify these re- 

uirements for one reason or another. It was 


eld by others that the measures 8 g 
ca 


were only palliatives, and that more rad 
steps should be taken in the removal of 
obnoxious dairies or their strict regulation. 
The difficulties in the newly- settled portions 
ofthe city, which are mace more Hable to 
disease from the want ot sufficient sewerage, 
was also referred to; but all the views ex- 
pressed were supplemented by the assurance 
that the committees would carefully consider 
the subject. 

Immediately after the meeting Councilman 
Blakely, a member of the committee, intro- 
duced an ordinance making the appropriation 
of $12,000,as asked for the Health Commis- 
sioner. 

Delegate Hays, who is well posted on the 
subject aud is a member of the committee, to- 
day said: ‘‘I have made some effort to ascer- 
tain the exact extent of this disease. In an- 
swer to a letter of inquiry which Isentto Dr. 
W. C. Glasgow that gentleman says: 

‘* *Diphthberia prevails to an unusual extent 
in this city at the present time. During the 
summer it was larzely confined to the north- 
ern and southern portions of the city; cases 
are now found over the whole city. 

„Acute tonsilitis follicular resembles diph- 
theria in some respects. There is an exudation 
in the throat—some Pp sicians call 
this disease diphtheria, an hus the real 
number of eases of true diphtheria is exag- 
gerated. Follicular tonsilitis is never fatal, 
although it is contagious and often runs 
through afamily. There isan immense num- 
ber of these cases at the present time. 

The mortality returns ure a fair index of the 
prevalence of diphtheria atthe present time. 
From my experience I should say that there 
are fifty cases of tonsilitis to one of real diph- 
theria in this city.’ ’’ 

Delegate Hays has figured out the percent- 
ages of deaths from diphtheria as compared 
to the total number from all causes in the 
leading cities from January 1 to November 1, 
1887:

disadvantage according to the returns made to 
the mortality clerk. 


Unnoticed Violations. 


For some time the Health Department has 
been aware of the fact that a man not recog- 
nized as a physician has been going through 
the ‘city with a diphtheria specific. The 


results have shown up in some cases on 
the mortality clerk's desk, but no 
action has ever been taken in the 
matter. To-day Dr. Hypes reported that he 
had been called to see a child that hed been 
treated by the doctor, whois denied official 
recognition. Yesterday it died and he issued 
a certificate of death from diphtheretic pa- 
ralysis. He further reported, as was his 
duty, that five eases of diphtheria had 
occurred in the family, on South Jefferson 
avenue, but the house had never been 
piacarded. These statements indicate rather 
pointedly that somebody had failed to do his 
duty in the premises. 


Sick in Camp. 


Since the adventof the wet, cold weather 
several cases of typhoid fever have been re- 
ported to the Health Department from the 
camps along Lindell boulevard. The con- 
tractors are working hard to complete the 
grading and improvement contracts before 
winter sets in, and the workmen are still 
living in the tents along the boulevard. Ina 
case reported yesterday, one boy had died and 
five members of the family were down on the 
bunks with the fever. Theofficials proposed 
to the messengers from the camp to remove 
the sufferers to the City Hospital, but no ac- 
tion has been taken on the suggestion. 


November Mortality. 


During the month of November 776 deaths 
occurred in this city, twelve more than dur- 
ihg the previous month and seventy-five more 
than during the corresponding month last 
year. Of the total number three were sui- 
cides, two homicides, twenty-nine accidental 
deaths by violence, 1389 from diphtheria and 
twenty-eight from cruup. During the month 
920 births were reported. 


More Superintendents. 


Water-Commissioner Holman appeared be- 
fore the House Committee on Ways and Means

Gas Investigation.

THE SCHMUELLINGS DIVORCED, BUT THE 
WIFE’S BILL DISHISSED. 


Judge Lubke Disposes Of a Curious Domes- 
tic Contest To-Day—Peculiar Household 
Relations—The Provident Bank Hearing 
Bet for To-Morrow—An Assignee Resigns 
—Matters Under the Dome. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered a decision in 
the Schmuelling contested divorce case, which 
flatly disposes of a somewhat peculiar domes- 
tic troubie. The suit was in the first instance 
entered in the Cirouit Court by Sophie 
Schmuelling, the wite, against Theodore F. 
Schmuell ing. A motion for alimony was 
Mied October 2%, and the Court 
sustains the motion and an al- 
lowance is made to Mrs. Schmuelling for $75 
to pay her counsel fees. The second motion 
was also by the wife praying for an orderon 
her husband to give security for costs as to 
the cross-bill which he entered. The motion 
is overruled because the statute which author- 
izes the Court to make an order requiring se- 
curity for costs only authorizes the entry 
against a plaintiff in a suit, the party com- 
mencing the case. 

The reouls of an analysis of the testimony on 
the petition of the wife and the cross-bill of 
the husband preponderates, says the Court, 
in favor of the husband with respect to the 
wife’s charges that the husband whipped her. 
In her evidenceshe stated that he whipped 
her twice but the testimony against her 
fully disproved it in the opinion of the 
Court. The result of the analysis of the 
testimony offered in supportof and against 
the charge of the wife that the husband was 
unfaithful is that the charge is not sustained 
to the satisfaction of the Court. The wife's 
testimony against the husband and a young 
woman in the household was denied by both. 
The explanation offered and accounting for 
the young woman’s presence in the family as 
cook and nurse for t children by a former 
marriage leaves such doubt in the mind of the 
Court as to the truth of the charge that 
the Court must find in favor of the 
husband. As to the charge of the 
wife, that the husband offered her such indig- 
nities as to render her condition intolerable, 
the Court taking into consideration that the 
wife lived with her husband only off and on 
about eight weeks, finds that the wife did not 
make a fair and reasonable effort to live with 
— husband harmoniously or to reform his 

ome life by those arts of which a loving wife 
is capable. i 

The Court’s conclusion is that the wife's pe- 
tition must be Glomissed. The 1 88 
conclusive against the wife upon a 
the — te bis cross - bill that she absented 
herself without a reasonable cause.

The Kicking Knights—Importing Belgian

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DOINGS OF WOMEN FOLK. 


WHAT THE GOSSIPING SEX FIND TO TALK 
ABOUT OF LATE. 


A Woman -Sculptor—The Story of Anne 
Whitney’s Struggles—Is Beauty Dying 
Out Among American Girls?—Street-Car 
Manners—The Woman on Horseback. 


Women who are discouraged by the way in 
which youthful prodigies are forging ahead of 
them, and are conscious of talents that some- 
how or other the world doesn’t seem to ap- 
preciate, will find much comfort inthe story 
of the sculptor, Anne Whitney, whose statue 
ot Leif Ericson has lately been unveiled in 
Boston with great honors. All during her 
youth she was stung and spurred by «a 
vague ambition that could not seem to 
find any legitimate outlet. She turned her 
hand to many things and failed in each. 
Finally she placed all her hopes in a volume 
of poems, ardently anti-slavery in sentiment, 
which she put forth during the abolition ex- 
citement. It fell perfectly flat. Even the 
Abolitionists would not read her songs, in 
spite of their sectional bitterness, and she, at 
the age of 30, sat down and stared blank fall - 
ure in the face and began to say to herself that 
she was self-deceived, that the stirrings with- 
in her soul meant nothing at all. It was during 
this period of bitter depression and doubt that 
she stood oné dark winter afternoon at the 
window regarding the expanse of new-fallen 
snow in the garden. Obeying some vague, 
sudden impulse, she went out into and began 
to buildasnow man in the fashion of her 
childish days, but to hér surprise, as it grew 
under her hands, it began to take shapes of 
beauty. The passien grew upon her. Day 
after day, while the enow lasted, she worked in 
it, modeling copies of statues she had seen and 
developing original ideas. When the snow went 


potters’s clay took its place and at last she 
was able to stand up and say confidently, ‘‘I 
have found my talent and life work. But 
she was 30 years old, without the slightest 
technical knowledge of her art, and every- 
thing to learn. ‘She set herself bravely to 
work to repair the lost time and now, a 
middle-aged woman, has at last achieved 
In these years between she has 
worked and studied with infinite energy and 
patience, and has had many difficulties to 
contend with. Some years ago a memorial 
statue was to be erected, and designs from 
artists were invited. The rules of the compe- 
tition required that they should be sent anon- 
ymosly. Two were chosen as superior to all 
the rest, and then of these two one was pre- 
ferred, but when the sealed envelopes ac- 
companying the models were openedit was 
found that the successful design was bya 
woman—Anne Whitney—and immediately the 
decision was reversed, and the award given to 
the second best design, which was by vw man. 
Her beautiful statue of the young Norseman 
who first stepped on American soil is 
conceded by the critics to be one 
of the most beatiful works of plastic art in the 
country, and her fame, after many trials and 
4e bufts, is at lastassured. George Eliot did 
not discover her genius until after she was 30, 
and Charlotte Bronte was late in the discov- 
ery ofhers. It isnot uncommon for women 
to be kept by circumstance out oftheir intel- 
iéctual kingdom untillong after they have 
reached their majority. 
* ° — 

There has been considerable discussion of 
late as to whether Eastern girls were growing 
ad anon with each generation, or—as some 
jave maintained—whether beauty is dying out. 
One thing is certain, the present generation is 
taller and measures more inches around 
the chest and waist than their mothers 
did, probably because they lace less, wear 
warmer clothes, and take more exercise than 
women did thirty years ago. Tennis should 
geta good deal of the credit. But as to the 
question of beauty, one elderly club man says 
that it used to be a common thing to see peo- 
ple—men and women both— turning around 
to look at girls on the streets, but that sucha 
thing rarely happens nowadays. In France 
that used to be held asa test of real beauty. 
A great Parisian belle said sadly afier return- 
ing home ma walk one morning: ‘‘lam 

etting old, the gamins on the street no 
onger stop to admire me. Iam going home 
to improve my mind.“ Another man at- 
tributes this partly to tailor-made gowns. He 
says that severe style robs 
men of their feminine charms. 
began in the plain habits for 
hunting in England, and on horseback It is 
appropriate ana pretty; once ina while itis 
very piquant to see a woman in a masculine 
sort of dress, but now they have allowed 
plainness to creep into even their ball tollettes, 
and on the street a well-dressed New York 
woman is as severe in her style of raiment as 
her brother. Hair must be as smooth as silk, 
with only a stiff, rigid little bang, a rim of 
stiff white linen about the throat and wrists, 
and every garment as neat and simple as it is 

ossible to make it. It makes the New 
fork girl a m del of fresh cleanliness, 
but she doesn't look as pretty 
as she used when more flowing and gracious 
lines were allowed, and she made no attempt 
to look anything but strictly feminine. A so- 
ciety woman said at the opera the other night 
that Adele Grant’s charm of pre-eminent 
beauty was femininity. ‘‘She always accents 
the fact that she isa woman and that she is 
proud of it, and its a very effective pose which 
more women would do well to imitate. She 
first learned the power of it when she was 
staying in Italy. New York giris try to ap- 
proach the masculine standard, and it’s a 
great mistake. Rigidity of style is the correct 
thing for men, but a little fluffiness is much 
better in women. 

* * * 

The manners ofthe street-car are growing 
daily worse and worse. It has become the ex- 
ception rather than the ruleformen to offer 
their seats to women, and half the time when 
they do their tender is accepted without 
thanks. The erowding, pushing and scroug- 
ing has become such an unpleasant feature of 
travel on certain lines, that many persons 
prefer to walk if their destination be within 
reasonable limits. An Englishmen who 
visited America before the civil war and 
has just returned for the second time, 
says nothing has surprised him more 
than the rudeness of men to women in 
the cars. On his first visit the gallantry of 
men to women in all public places was the 
feature of American life which pleased andin- 
terested him more than anything else, but now 
he finds it entirely changed. It is a very com- 
mon sightin the evening to see the car lined 
with men me in their evening papers, while 
the aisi« is filled with a double row of standing 
women. The men argue that they have been 
hard at work all day and can not be expected 
to give their seats to women, who have been 
amusing themselves by loafing in shops pric- 
ing goods, but they are no more 
ready to yield their seats to the shop- 
irls who have been on their feet since 

o clock behind the counters, many of whom 
look ready to drop from fatigue. Men com- 
plain that balf the time they do not get any 
gratitude when they are civil, halt the women 
eagerly pinmping down without a word of 
thanks, or even a look to reward them for the 
sacrifice. In some cases, at least, this is be- 
cause the men make no proffer of the place 
but simply rise up and move away, leaving 
the woman in doubt wirether he means to 
civilly relinquish his place to her or is only 
leaving the car. The visiting Englishman at- 
tributes the decline in American gallantry to 
the large importation of foreigners of late 
8 and the introduction of British manners 
y the Anglomaniace.

The Sprinkung Question. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The difference in cost of sprinkling under 
the old system of private contracts and the 
price paid by the city under public contracts 
from August 15 to November 15 practically con- 
firms my original estimates and fully warrants 
all the Vigorous efforts made by the Post- 
DISPATCH to inaugurate the present system. 

There are 6, 280 feet in a mile, but taking out 
the cross streets and alleys leaves an actual 


frontage of 4,200 feet. This give 168 twenty- 
five feet lots on each side of a street in u mile, 
or 336 lots on both sides. At $1 per lot per 
month (the former private contract price) 
made the price $836 per mile. The public con- 
tract price per mile per month was $93, 
making the saving per mile per 
month 243. As the old district 
sprinkled by private contract embraced 
183 miles, the saving per month was , 000 
and for the three months $96,000. For the fail 
season Of eight months the saving would be 
$256,000. This difference in cost of $243 per 
zulle in the public sprinkled district of 270 
miles would be per month $65,000 and for the | 
three months $195,000 and for the season of | 
eight months $520,000. This comparisoniis,how- | 
ever, not fair,as the private contracts were for 
three sprinklings daily whilethe public con- 

tracts were for two sprinklings daily. If the 
contractors receive $125 pdr mile per month | 
for three daily sprinkling it will make a saving | 
of $211 per mile per month,and for the 270 miles 


Our citizens have in the past paid for 
sprinkling by a private special tax. 
question is now, shall we pay a public special 
tax of $270,000, and secure the sprinkling of 
every foot of the 270 miles of streets, or pay a 
private special tax of $725,000 to accomplish 
the same result? Or shall we return to the old 
pian and have only the old district sprinkled 
atan annua! cost of $360,000? In other words, 
will ataxpayer prefer to pay annually on a 
25-foot lot a public special tax of $2.50, or a 
8 special tax oi 8 for the same result? 

the la gest vote ever polled, our citizens 
buve declared that the streets must be 
sprinkled by public contract. The general 
results of the experiment during the past 
three months were very satisfactory. While 
two daily sprinkiings is not sufficient, yet 
there was an absence of the former duat- 
clouds, although we experienced the dryest 
summer and fail known for years. The time 
in which the contractors had to prepare for 
their work was too short for a prep- 
aration. The duration of the peri of the 
contracts (three months) was entirely too 
sbortto justify the outlay for new or addi- 
tional equipment. Those contractors whose 
equipments were properly proportioned to 
their districts executed their coutracts in an 
acceptable manner. Those who bid for in- 
creased territory did not havea fair opportu- 
nity to provide additional equipments, and 
their work was not as satisfactory as 
it should have beev. The responsibility for 
this rests not upon the contractors, but upon 
the unavoidabie delay in — the appro- 
priation to pay for te work. 

In view of these ':cts as practically demon- 
strated the people ſemand that a substantial 
plan upon a permauent basis be submitted for 
avote. Itis therefore advisable that the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly should do its work at once, 
so that the contractors may have a reasonable 
period of timein which to make all necessary 
preparations.

central office is estsblished in which a record 
is kept of ail cases investigated by the society. 
This record is complete in every detail con- 
cerning the applicant’s physical and 
financial condition, the number of 
people in Die family, etc. This 
office is in charge of a aid man- 
ager of the associa charities. The city is 
divided into districts of convenient size. in 
each of which is established a District confer- 
ence. This conference has anoffice or head- 
varters in charge of a paid agent. The Con- 
erence consists of all persons within the dis- 
trict who are interested in charity, and a 
special! effort is made to interest min{sters of 
churches in the work. The conference meets 
once amonth. During the intervais between the 
meetings the work is in the hands of an Ex- 
ecutive Committee, which meets at least once 
aweek. Sometimes the work of this com- 
mittee is distributed among sub-committees. 
The conference gets a number of people to act 
as volunteer visitors. These visitors call 
upon applicants for charity, learn their con- 
dition and extend them encouragement 
and moral support. The do a reat 
dealof good in this way. ey are, how- 
ever, prohibited from giving anything 
to thore whom they visit. That is left entirely 
to the society, which acts on the report of its 
paid agent. He can distinguish between im- 
postors and deserving people. 
THE SOCIETY'S WORK. 

The district offices are constantly in com- 
munication with the central office where the 
record of every applicant for charity can be 
found if he has ever pees for assistance be- 
fore. If the application is a new one, the case is 
investigated and a report made as to the worth 
ofthe applicant. Then if the applicant is a 
member of any church the society reports the 
case to that church, which is expected to look 
after it. If the church does not act the socie 
will hear further from the matter, and it wi 
be referred to some one of the charity organi- 
zations. The society maintains no fund 
for charity purposes—barely enough to 
pay the expenses of its management, If 
money is needed for an urgent case its officers 
may upply to some charitable person for the 
sum required, but ifthe money is not used or 
if —_— only of it is needed, the amount re- 
maining is returned to the person from whom 
it was obtained. In Boston the society is 
maintained by special contributions. It keeps 
no oharity fund on hand. One 
of the principal works of the Bos- 
ton society is to obtain employment 
for deserving persons, Its motto is, ‘Not 
Alms, but a Friend.’ it tries tohelp those 
who help themselves. It does its best to dis- 
courage the growth of professivnal pauper- 
isinm.’’ 

INTERESTING INSTANCES.

STONB’S DYING STATEMENT. 

Stone was found inside the office weltering 
in blood. He had been shotinthe neck. He 
lived seven hours, and told the physicians 
that Boudinot had killed him, and that he was 
unarmed, having neither pistol on d 
or in the office. The tragedy caused tremen- 
dous excitement, the law-abiding people de- 
nouneing Boudinot in unmeasured terms. 
After the excitement subsided Boudinot sur- 
rendered tothe United States authorities at 
Fort Smith, Ark., under the expectation, as 
is alleged, of being immediately released 
on bond. In this both he and “his 
friends were disappointed, ashe has been in 
custody since; and the trial now in pr “4 
will decide the question of bail. ether it 
will disclose a conspiracy to murder Stone re- 
mains to be seen. The widow of Stone, 
though crushed almost with grief, has kept 
the Telephone running, although the office has 
been repeatedly threatened with destruction. 
Public opinion sustains her, the pluck and 
courage she is exhibiting challenging universal 
admiration. 

There are those who say the killing of this 
genial, inoffensive editor will have results 
which cannot now be estimated. The ques- 
tion of severing tribal relations and —— 
up the Indian Territory to white settlemen 
will be sharply emphasized by this tragedy. 
In fact, before the case is finally settled it may

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A NOTABLE GATHERING. 


Ar WASHINGTON DEMOCRATS’ RECEPTION 
TO SECRETARY COOK OF NEW YORK. 


President Cleveland’s Stroll in the Streets of 
Washington With a Lady Friend—An Un- 
pleasant Episode—The Pacific Investigat- 
ing Commission Divided—Randall Re- 
fuses to be Interviewed—Roscoe Conkling 
at the National Capital—The Speakership 
Contest—Raine’s Boom. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disrarcon. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 2.—The 
New York Democrats in Washington had an 
entertainment last night that will be remem- 
bered for along time. Secretary of State Cook 
came to Washington to pay a sort of visit, and 
the resident Democrats determined to give 
him a reception that would prove memorabie. 
The entertainment was intended to include 
Col. Fellows, District-Attorney-elect, but that 
gentleman was detained in New York. They 
extended invitations to Mr. Cleveland and to 
the members of his Cabinet, as well as to all 
the Democratic Senators and members to meet 
Mr. Cook at Willard’s Hotel at 8 o’clock last 
evening. From s to 10 o’clock there was a 
gathering that jammed the large parlors on 
the first floor. Mr. Cleveland himself did not 
come, but sent a polite note instead. A crayon 
that attracted univers® attention was that 
Gov. Hill which bung overthe mantel-piece. 

‘*‘Inever have had the pleasure of meeting 
Gov. Hill,’’ said Comptroller Durham, ‘‘but 
from allI have heard of him he is a great 
Democrat.’’ 

Mr. Cook was late in arriving. At one time 
it was feared he would not come at all. Early 
in the day he had paid his respects to Mr. 
Cleveland, who had invited him to drive out 
to Red Top with him at dusk. The day was 
raw, cold and chilly, the drive was long and 
bleak. The Secretary wore a light coat. On 
his return from Red Top he was chilled to the 
bone and it appeared as if he would not be 
able to leave his rooms at the Arlington. At 
8 o’clock, however, the chill wore off. At the 
hotel, wall ing to receive him, was a gathering 
of Demo. its that delighted the heart of 
the modes: Secretary of State.

THE GATHERING.

MR. CLEVELAND'S STROLL. 

For the first time in more than a week Pres- 
ident Cleveland took a stroll last evening. He 
has beep at work night and day on nis 


message, and has taken no time for exercise | 


and very little for sleep. Feeling the effects 
of his continued confinement aud close 
application, Mr. Cleveland decided that 
his head would be clearer for the 
finishing touches to the message for a 
little fresh air. Immediatly after dinner he 


waiked through the White House grounds 
with one of Mrs. Cleveland’s friends, who is 
visiting her, on hies arm. As President Cleve- 
land rexched Pennsylvania avenue, in front of 
the White House, he dropped his companion’s 
arm for a moment and placed a cigar in his 
mouth. He then drew a match out of his 
—.— and reaching down to the sidewalk 
ighted the match and then the cigar. The 
President wore a dark coat, closely buttoned 
up about his throat, a tall silk hat, and carried 
a silver-headed cane, which looked as if it had 
been cracked about two-thirds the way down 
the stick. He strolled along t the Tressury 
building and turned down Fifteenth street, 
walking on the inside, with his companion 
towards the street. When 4. the Rig 

House, the President fell behind a half 
a dozen steps and lighted his cigar again, 
which had gone out. He then caught up with 
the lady and continued on, passing down 
Pennsylvania avenue to Fourteenth street. 
On this street are located side by side the 
Washington bureaus of about thirty news- 
papers, known as Newspaper Row.“ For 
the first time since Mr. Oleveiand has been in 
Washington he passed through the Newspaper 
Row, and not one of the reporters busily at 
work in their rooms noticed him except the 
PosTt-DISPATCH correspondent.

Messrs. Anderson and Lit- 
tler huve prepared their report but the third 
Commissioner, ex-Gov. Pattison of Penusy!l- 
vania, declined to sign iton the ground that 
ite recommendations are not strong enough. 
By this report it is shown that the Pacific 
Raliiroad mpanies owe the United States 
$110,000,000. The question in dispute is as to 
the best methods of collecting the money. Pat- 
tison favors a more vigorous procedure in 
dealing with the companies than his brother 
Commissioners. When the report was sub- 
mitted to him Wednesday evening he refused 
to attach his signature on the ground that it did 
not accord with his views. He left Wasbing- 
ton on the first train yesterday morning for 
Philadelphia to prepare hisown report. The 
other Commissioners have their report all 
ready, but at the request of the President it 
will not be submitted until Monday, when 
Gov.

TOO LATE. 


A TERRIBLE ORDEAL FOR A SOLDIER’S 
WIFE. 


A Pardon for a Confederate Deserter 
Reaches Camp a Moment After His Ex- 
ecutien. 


Virginia Dare in Philadelphia Times. 

The scene of my tale opens in a little cabin 
in the Allegheny Mountains, in West Vir- 
ginia, twenty-five years ago. A woman was 
anxiously bending over a sick child tossing 
and muttering in the unrest of fever. Every 
now and then the word ‘‘father’’ escaped the 
child’s lips. 

That child grieves powerfully after her 
father,’’ said one of the neighbors, who had 
come to help the mother nurse the iil child. 

„That she does, replied the poor mother 
with a weary sigh. ‘‘He always set a world 
of store by her. It almost broke her little 
heart when he went to the war, and since she 
has been sick she has begged for him the piti- 
fullest you ever heard.’’ 

„Can't he come to see her?’’ asked the 
neighbor. 

No,“ replied the woman; his Colonel said 
he couldn’t be spared now. He hada furlough 
last summer. If he had just have known 
about this and waited. Seems to me she 
might get well if she just could see her father, 
and it wouldn’t fall so hardonme, either, if 
he was here.“ 

Several days went by and little Sallie, the 
sick child, grew worse. At length the mother 
wrote an urgent letter to her husband, out of 
the agony of her heart, imploring him to come 
home at all costs it he wished to see his little 
daughter alive again. Once more he asked for 
a furlough and again he was refused. An en- 
gagement was pending. The enemy’s force 
was greatly superior toours and nota man 
could be spared. 

John Ball was a brave man; he had proved 
thatin many an engagement. Nothing could 
have tempted him to swerve from his cuty as 
a soldier, except his frantic desire to see his 
child once more. Under the pressure of this 
feeling he left the camp against orders and 
fled to his rude cabin among the Alleghenies 
just in time to see little Sallie’s face light up 
once more with a gleam of {oyral recognition, 
and to receive her parting kiss.

sure, or if the worst came to the worst, 
to meet his fate like a man. But a new 
complication had arisen. During the few 
days he had been absent the men on either 
side had changed their position like the 
figures on a chess-board, and the enemy’s 
troops had come between him and his com- 
mand. He had traveled through a cold 
drenching rain; slee ing at night in a forest 
to lessen the risk of failing into the enemy’s 
hands. He began to feel a strange stupor 
creeping over him, and was just able to drag 
himself to the house of a friendly country- 
man, who took him in and kept him for the 
next few weeks, during which time he lay ill 
of pneumonia.

His wife followed him to 
camp and pleaded for him, telling the cause of 
his desertion with all the rude eloquence that 
strong emotion could dictate, and taking all 
the blame on herself In vain; he was tried 
and condemned by ev rule of war as a - 
serter.

Sidi Mulai Mohammed. I had several o - 
tunities of seeing His Majesty when I yas te 
the city of Morocco with the British Mission 

in May last. The Sultan is of the race of She. 
reefs, or direct descendants of the Prophet, 
but has a good deal of black blood in him, for 
the mothers of his race have always been 
black slaves. He is over six feet in height and 
very broad: but he looks as if he had 

at one time. been enormously stout, and had 
become thinner. He has asallow complexion 
and pendulous cheeks, and his deeply-lined 
face gives one the idea ofa man who 1s suf- 
fering from liver disease.

THE UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT.” 


The Age at Which Some of the Justices 
Were Appointed. 


By Telegraph to the Post-D1spatcu. 
WaSHINGTON,D. C., December 2.—The possi- 
ble appointment of Secretary Lamar as a 
Judge of the Supreme Court is being objected 
to on account of his age. He was born Sep- 
tember 17, 1825, and he is now two months past 
62. In the whole history of the Supreme 
Court only two Justices have been appointed 
who were as old as this at the time of their ap- 
pointment, and the averageage has been not 


much over 50.Judge William Strong of Pennsyl- 
vania, whom Grant appointed in 1870, was 62 
ears old, but he retired in 1880, and he is now 
Wing a quiet life in Washington, His mind is 
as clear as a dell and in his Sist 
year he has apparently as much vitality as 
when he went on the bench. Judge Blatch- 
ford was 62 years old when Arthur appointed 
him, but of the other Justices, Waite took his 
lace on the bench at 58, Harlan at 44, Stanley 
atthews at 67 and Judge Gray at 53. Justice 
Woods, whom Secretary Lamar expects to 
succeed, was56 when be was appointed and 
Justice Bradley,though he is 74 years old now, 
Was appointed in 1870 at the age of 57. Brad- 
ley is the oldest man on the bench. Heisa 
dried-up anatomy of skin, bone and brain and 
he will continue to work till he drops to 
ieces all at once like the old deacon’s chaise. 
he youngest man who ever had a seat on the 
Supreme Bench was Judge Story of Massachu- 
setts, who was only 32 years old at the time of 
‘his appointment and who remained on the 
bench thirty-four years. Story was one of the 
most remarkable lawyers in our history. He 
had made a large fortune out of his law prac- 
tice when he was made Supreme Judge by 
Madison, and he had a big income from the 
sale of his legal writings. He wrote twenty- 
seven different volumes and published thirty- 
four volumes of decisions, and his receipts 


$100,000 a year. His law books have 
standing in England. He was a Member of 
Congress before he took his seat on the bench.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., December 2.—Jack Arm- 
strong, the oldest and one of the best-known 
sporting men in the city, died Wednesday 
night of a complication of diseases. He was 58 
years old. Armstrong was a noted man in his 
time. Hewas the first gambler here to draw 
players by means of fine buildings and richly- 


furnished apartments. The first gambling- 
house of importance in Louisville was run by 
him, anda {free minstrel troupe was periorm- 
ing all the time. He was very successful, and 
also introduced the free-lunch system here. 
He was a famous seven-up player, and 
once a match was arranged between him 
and a New Orleans gambler for $10,000 aside. 
It caused agreat dealof excitementat the 
time, but the game was never played. In late 
years Armstrong has confined his betting. to 
horse races and finally became a tout.“ He 
kept a book in which he recorded the per- 
formances of every horse on the turf and all 
the particulars oftheir races. He thus pos- 
sessed valuable information for gamblers and 
was able to bet safely. He aecumulated a 
fortune and leaves a widow and seven chil- 
dren in good circumstances. He was one of 
the founders of the Louisville Jockey Club.

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AMUSEMENTS. 


“Lohengrin” Arouses Enthusiasm at Music 
Hall- Amusement Notes. 


The National Opera Company's production 
of Lohengrin“ has been justly one of the 
favorite works in its repertoire. The opera 
itself represents the perfection of Wagner’s 
genius, and the staging of it was a revelation 
of the possibilities of operatic treatment. 

In its magnificent and artistic mise-en-scene 
it surpassed anything which had yet been pre- 


sented in the West at least. The costumes were 
rich and beautiful and the scenery was an ad- 
mirable illustration of the scenes of the opera. 
Tinted with its gorgeous mounting was a 
splendid choral and orchestral interpretation 
ofthe score. There is noopera which is ca- 
pable of more development than this and 
which meets every effort to bring out its merits 
with rich reward. 

Outside of a reduction in the choral and or- 
chestral forces, which did not detract much 
from the general excellence of the per- 
formance and would only be noticeable by 
com parison ,the original production was given 
in its entirety at Music Hal last 
evening. It was given, too, with 
a cast that in some particulars was 
not as strong as casts which have given it here 
before, but which wus even and excellent. 
And yet there was no increase in the audience 
over the preceding night. The hall presented. 
a large quota of vacant seats, and the conclu- 
sion is inevitable that grand opera for its own 
sake is not in demand in st Louis. Local cir- 
cumstances undoubtedly operate against the 
success of the engagement, but they are not 
sufficient to account for the general lack of in- 
terest on the part of the public. It cannot be 
saidthatin every respectthe best that can 
be obtained in the way of vocal 
strength belongs to this company, but it 
compares in artists for the work to be done 
favorably with any opera company which does 
not depend on an exceptional star, and in 
other respects it is superior to any except its 
own predecessor. Only the novelty of a vast 
enterprise or a furor created by a peerless 
voice seems to be able to draw adequate sup- 
port to operatic performances. The St. Louis 
public is quietly putting itselfon record as 
not wanting admirable grand opera at $2.50 a 
seat. 

The audience, although small, was en- 
thusiastic and rewarded the efforts of the 
principals, chorus and orchestra with un- 
stinted approval, and in nearly all respects 
this verdict was deserved. 

Barton McGuckin, as Lohengrin, added un- 
doubted strength tothe cast. His voice is not 
of even power throughout its entire range, 
his lower notes lacking fullness to some de- 
gree, but he treated the part skilfully, and at 
times attained splendid resuits. His voice is 
sweet and clear, and in the exquisite passages 
of the work filled the artietic demands ad- 
mirably. 

Bertha Pierson was substituted for Emma 
Juch as Elsa, and treated the role artistically 
and finely from a vocal 
standpoint. One of the best efforts 
of the performance was that of 
Clara Poole as Ortrud. In voice and action 
shereacheda standard of excellence which 
won her unqualified praise. Frank Vetto as 
the King was satisfactory. There was little 
to commend in William Merton’s Herald, 
several of his notes being badly taken.

THINKS HELL GET THERE. 


MR. THOEBE CONFIDENT THAT HE WILL 
UNSEAT SPEAKER CARLISLE. 


Gen. J. Hale Sypher’s Statement Regard- 
ing the Status of the Contest—Prospect- 
ive Appointments by the President—Sen- 
ator Hiscock and Platt Fall Out—The 
President’s Message to Be Short—Secre- 
tary Whitney. 


By Telegraph to the POst-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., December 2.—Geo. H. 
Thoebe, who contests the seat of Speaker Car- 
lisle, has not reached the city. His attorney, 
Gen. J. Hale Sypher, said to the Post-Dis- 
PATCH. correspondent last evening thut Mr. 
Thoebe will not come to Washington tili after 
the holidays: ‘‘Inotice that Mr. Carlisle is 
quoted as saying there is nothing in our case 
calculated to trouble him. Inmyopinion the 
House Committee on Elections will seat my 
client on the admissions which Mr. Carlisle 
bimself makes in his answer to our notice of 
contest. There are two important provisions 
in the election laws of Kentucky—one pre- 
scribes that the officials in charge at the polls 
shall be equally divided between existing po- 
litical parties. In the recent elections this 
provision was not observed and 
this Mr. Carlisle distinctly admits. 
He justifies it by stating that 
there was an insuflicient number of members 
of both parties residing in the district. This 
would be a valid excuse if Mr. Carlisle had 
produced any proof in support of the allega- 
tion. He fails to do so. We charged in our 
notice that several persons who officiated at 
the polis as Judges of Election were not 
sworn. It is the universal practice that where 
an individual performs a distinct function pre- 
scribed by law, he must be regularly sworn or 
his acts are. null and void. Mr. Carlisle 
admits our allegations on this head. As the 
case now stands, we base our claims on these 
admissions of the contestee, which we claim 
are fatal to his cause. Since 1791, when 
„Mad“ Anthony Wayne was unseated, the 
points I have made have been universally 
respected in our contests. The only case 
in which they have not prevailed 
was that of Barnes against Adams. In this 
case, however, the considerations of royalty 
and the provisions of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment modified their force. As forthe testf- 
mony which Mr. Thoebe has taken, it is not 
worth the paper itis printedon. It was taken 
before I was retained in the case, and I base 
no claims whatever on it. I may ask the 
House to grant us forty days additional time 
for the purpose of taking testimony on a line 
which I have marked out, and I will make the 
statement that if the House will give us this 
extensionI will undertake to prove that Mr. 
Carlisle was actually beaten by over a thou- 
sand votes. If I did not not have the most 
implicit confidence in the case of my client 
on its merits I would never have touched it. 


While I was in Congress my seat was contested 
three times. I have since acted as attorney in 
several cases, andI believe I know a good 
cause when I see it. Mr. Thoebe should be 
seateai on the merits of his case, to say noth- 
ing of the technical grounds, which are, how- 
ever, always respected.’’
